LAST OF LIZZIE. 


Death this Morning of the Young- 
er Chandler Woman. 


The Dead Bodies of Mother and Daugh- 
ter at the Morgue. 


Facts Elicited Before a Cor- 
oner’s Jury. 


Story of the Tragedy as Told by 
Witnesses. 


The Statement Made by Baber to Officer 
Moerschel. 


The announcement that LizzieChandler, or 
Baber, haa died about one o’clock this morn- 
ing at the City Hospital, gave a new interest to 
the inquest, which it was decided to hold on 
both bodies at once. 

The remains o! Airs. Chandler were already 
lying in the City Morgue waiting 
for the action of the Coroner, 
and the body of Lizzie was brought down from 
the hospital as soon as it was announced that 
her body would be included in the inquest. <A 
little before 10 o’clock,a neatly-cdressed woman 
of very modest and retiring appearance came 
the Coroner's and bashfuliy 
asked Deputy O'Neil it she might the 
body _—icoff Mrs. Jhandier, which she 
said she heard was very horrible.

She was toid to call again in an 
hour ard she might see the body, and departed 
serrowfully, saying that she couldn't leave hor 
work to come there. Altogether, it was 
a curious instance’ of the morbid 
culiosity which this and other similiar tragedies 
bave evoked among a certain Chass Of people.

My name is Julius Moersche!; am an officer 
in the Second District. Ou Thearsday evening, 
August l4th, about 7:30 p. m., I was standing 
with Dexter, a private watchman, on the cor- 
ner of Fourth and Chouteau avenue, when I 
beard shots fired, three, four or five, and some 
people shouted ‘‘watch,’’ and some policeman 
whistied.

NOLAND’S CASES. 


The Legal Business that Divided the Attention 
of the Deputy Coroner, 


Strange Clients, of Whom the Coroner 
Knew Nothing. 


Mr. Charles T. Noland’s resignation of the 
Deputy Coronershbip, and the causes which in- 
duced it, still prove asubject of serious dis- 
cussion in official circles. Although Mr. Frank 
O'Neil was duly installed as his successor on 
yesterday, gossip has not been effectually 
quieted, and from present indications will not 
be for davs and weeksto come. That there 
wa3a storm brewing between Coroner Auler 
and Mr. Noland prior to the 
latter’s resignation all are frank to admit but 
Messrs. Auler and Noland. There seems to 
have existed something more than mere rumor 
as to their differences, or the Coroner would 
never have thought of casting about for aa- 
other deputy during the four weeks that Charles 
Noland was summeringin Colorado, and en- 
gaging one during his absence on condition that 
he (Noland) would resign upon hisreturn. If 
Coroner Auler had been pleased with Mr. No- 
land’s official actions it does not look reasona- 
ble that he would endeavor to supplant him in 
this manner. Coroner Auler is authority for 
the statement thatif Mr. Noland had not chosen 
to resign the Deputysbip he would still be per- 
forming the multitudinous duties of that office, 
and as the latter maintuins a respectful silence 
in the matter, it is made to appear 
that the resignation was ten- 
dered voluntarily and not asked 
for nor forced. Knowing one3, though, smile 
in a manner which speaks volumes and assert 
thatthetrue facts ia the case have yet to be 
brought to light. 

The rumors published inthe Post-Dispatcu 
of Thursday as to Mr. Noland’s resignation 
contained more truth than poetry, as can be 
established. It was alleged in the course of 
that article that Chief of Police McDonough 
had contracted an aversion towards Mr. 
Noland, and had spoken with Coroner Auler 
on that subject. That allegation Coroner Au- 
ler denies and furthermore asserts that he 
never heard Chief McDonough mention Mr. 
Noland’s pame. On the other hand one so situ- 
ated asto know deciares emphatically that 
Chief McDonough during the course of the last 
three months has spokento Coroner Auler on 
a half dozen different occasions as to the ac- 
tion of his Deputy, Mr. Noland, 
in certain transactions, Whether 
the Chief of Police demanded the deputy’s re- 
movalis not so ciear, butone thing certain is 
that Mr. Noland disgusted and incurred the 
enmity of tiie Police Department by becoming 
the legal counselor of a set of gamblers, confi- 
dence men and thieves, while he oceupied an 
ofticial position and was aservantof the city. 
It is a notorious factthat during Mr. Noland’s 
short reign he monopolized that class of prac- 
tice in the police and criminal courts and 
that while receiving $150 per month from the 
city, he endeavored to cripple it by setting him- 
self against the Police Department and defend- 
that class of gamblicrs of whom the city was 
rdto getrid.

At the same 
tin.e Mr. Noland was receiving 
a salary fromthe city of $5 per diem, or $150 
per month. Quite a number of attorneys be- 
came disgusted at the double game Mr. Noland 
was playing, and Mr. Frank D. Turner pre- 
rented a bill in the Legislature defining the 
Deputy Coroner’s duties, and restricting him 
from pursuing other vocations while serving 
as such deputy. The bill was never thoroughly 
understood, or was deemed obnoxious in some 
clause, and so met with defeat. 

With a view to obtaining Coroner *Auler’s 
opinion upon the course pursued by ex-Deputy 
Noland in practicing law while filling the office 
of Deputy Coroner, and as to whether he was 
cognizant of the nature of the 
cases his ex-Deputy uppearedin, a Post-DIs- 
PATCH representative calied at the Coroner’s 
oflice last evening. Coroner Auler was in and 
disengaged, and to the question ot whether or 
not he sanctioned Mr. Noland’s double game, 
replied 

‘‘ITcannot say thatI did. When I accepted 
Mr. Noland as my deputy Iintormed him that 
I did not wish to restrict his practice or lower 
him from his status asalawver, or words to 
that effect, by which I meant to convey to Mr. 
Noland that I would offer no objections to his 
winding up and finishing the cases that he was 
at that time engaged in.’’

AN ACT OR’S PRAYER. 


A Curious Reminiscence of the Amerl- 
can Stage. 


A correspondent of the Baptist Weekly 
writes: A recent number of the Baptist 
Weekly speaks of a French actor praying for 
success in a new piece. I am reminded of an 
otherfcase resembling this, which has never 
been in print, and was told in confidence by 
the actor himself a few weeks before he died. 
‘*Billy’’ Otis was, to use Laura Keene’s own 
expression, the best Lord Dundreary she ever 
had, and he repaid her good opinion by a pro- 
found regard which seemed after her death to 
pass into reverence for her memory. It was 


he who, when hardly more than a boy, car- 
ried the invitation to President Lincoln to at- 
tend the theater on the fatal night of the as- 
sassination. 

Before his death, which occurred not far 
from four years ago, he left the stage and gave 
recitations, repeating whole plays and carrying 
all the parts along, as well as giving shorter 
impersonations, reproducing even the manner 
of Laura Keene and other actresses, without 
unpatural affectation and with wonderful 
power. I once heard him render **Our 
American Cousin,’’ and when he arrived at 
this point he paused and told the story of the 
ussassination as it was behind the scenes. 
W ben the shot was fired he was in the act of 
buttonirg Miss Keene’s glove as ghe 
was preparing to go on the staze in 
bridal costume. At first mistaking the shot, 
she sent a request that the carpenters should 
not fire pistols during the acts, and then, 
when the truth became known, rushed to the 
washstand, saturated the whole front breadth 
of her magnificent bridal dress with water, 
which she wrung out in a vain attempt to re- 
suscitate the unconscious victim. On the 
stage Miss Keene’s influence was on the side 
of good morals, if not religion, and profanity 
was rigidly excluded even where, in the 
‘*School for Seandal,’’the whole point seemed 
toliein the word ‘‘damnably’’ as uttered 
vy the deceived and undeceived husband. It 
was remorselessly stricken out. ‘*They will 
think badly enough of us; let us give them no 
oecasion.’’ It was a secret Known only to her 
that Otis was in the habit of offering a short 
prayer just before going on the stage, such as 
**O Lord, help me through this ast.’* Some- 
times he would find himself upon the stage 
and his prayer forgotten, when he would step 
behind the scenes a moment and return, upoa 
which she, understanding where he had been, 
would say (aside), ‘**God biess you. my 
boy!’’ Not long after he contided this sceret 
of his lifeto me a fatal sickness seized him, 
and he soon went where he knew whether his 
praver had been s real utterance of Carisiian 
faith or not.

Central Elevator ‘‘B,’* located on the levee 
near Chouteau avenue, and two ice-houses 
owned by Hazzard & Wilson were destroyed by 
fire last night. The first alarm was given to 
engine No. 15 about ten minutes after ten by 
the fire indicator located in the elevator. The 
regular alarm was turned on at 10:20 
by Officer Bottischer from box 126. 
Engine No. 15 responded promptly 
andthe hose men were onthe root at work 
when the next engine came up. The flames 
were in the upper portion of the elevator and 
Originated doubtless trom spontaneous com- 
bustion caused by triction of the constantly 
used machinery. Everything was dry as 
powder, and there being many shoots 
and openings for the flames, they 
burst over the building in a moment 
and it was coon evident that it was past recov- 
ery, and that the ice-houses must burn too. 
There were several narrow escapes among the 
fremen, but nobody was injured. 

The two ice-houses were worth 

PROBABLY S®,000, 

and were notinsured, their policies having run 
vut abouttwo weeks ago. As Messrs. Hazzard 
& Wilson’s lease on the ground expires this 
tall they did not seB fit to 
keep up the insurance. Their stock of 
ice was very small, and their total loss cannot 
be much over $5,000.

Mr. Mer- 
rick was Sietert’s-attorney, and Mr. J. G. 
Lodge represented: Dan. Honiz, who himself 
took a lively part in the proceedings. The 
most amusing part of the case was the intro- 
duction of a certain witness, “McGuire, a biind 
man, for the purpose of im- 
peaching Siefert’s character. McGuire proved 
a very tough witness to cross-examine, 
going so far as to threaten that if he could see 
him he would punch the lawyer’s head. His 
evidence was that he purchased two horses for 
$75 from Siefert, who misrepresented their 
conditionto him. They were ‘‘big-headed,’’ 
‘*broken down,’’ and utterly worthless, and 
shortly after died. 

Officer Dowling testified that Siefert’s char- 
acter in the community was not good. 

Mr. Merrick put a Mr. Jacob Cochran onthe 
stand, who testified thatthe horses, although 
one had a‘‘big head,’’ were‘ limber ,supple and 
nice,’’ and thatMcGuire bad told him he had 
been offered $50 or $90 worth of stock for ons 
ofthe horses. Messrs.Merrick and Lodge then 
argued the case for a few minutes,when Justice 
Farrell immediately rendered a judgment for 
Hionig in $198 66. The case will probably be 
appealed.

horest pump, froin whose wooden spout, ona 
vigorous application of the handle, pours a 
stream of sparkling spring water, Tnere is no 
step from the green to the first floor, which is 
exuctly level withit; the door is opened and 
you paes at once from the lawn to the parlor. 
Iicre was the summmer sitting-room of the 
tamous actor. Aguinstthe wall are arranged 
five pieces of firearms, a sufficient indication of 
method by w hich he whiled away 
vacetion months. One i3 a 
fine temington rifle, then there 
: one sinule-barreled and two 
double-barreled shot guns and a petite sin ie- 
barre'ed picce. Inalarge cabinet against the 
opposite wall are two fine fishing rods, nuiner- 
ous reeis and lines and fiv boxes, and ail the 
latest eccentr'cities in ang'inginventions. As 
a disciple of Piscater, Fechter was aiso a great 
success. It follows asa inatter of course that 
so cood a sportsman kept some good dogs. His 
kenrel consisied of five dozs—a

—H big tellow that looks like the 
ideal canine of heroic story.

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OUR BOOK COLUMN. 


Martin’s Life of the Prince 
Consort. 


A History of Important English 
Diplomacy. 


A book like Martin’s ‘‘Life of the Prince Con- 
sort,’’ which is presumably written at the 
Queen’s command, does not require great lit- 
erary ability to make it interesting. The mere 
tact that Martin has had access to all the royal 
archives is guarantee enoughot the character 
ot a work covering in its scope time filled 
full of events of moment to 
all English-speaking peoples. This book, 
unintentionally perhaps, lays bare much of the 
diplomacy of a troubled era in European poli- 
tics, while the genuineness of its revelations is 
unquestionable. 

Ailthat the work pretends te be i3a panc- 
gyricon H.R. H. the late Prince Corsort, but 
itis much more than this, and the present 
volume, which is the fourth of the 
series, is full of such happenings as the follow- 
ing, which indicates a remarkable similarity 
between the Continental politics of twenty 
years ago and the occurrences of to-day. All 
the European papers point to a coming alliance 
between France and Russia. The Grand Duke 
Constantine was an intense Russian, like 
the Czarowitch, who, it is said, 
waits only on the death of his fath- 
er to lead the Slavs on 7 
crusade into Posen and old “Prussia. 
Germany is tortifying on both French and 
Russian frontiers, and the continent is ripe for 
arupture. In1857 Russia was pursuing the 
same policy ota French alliance which sheis 
whispered to be following now. 

Martin says: 

Among the letters of congratulation on 
tbe birthof the Princess (April 14, 1857), 
which reached the Queen, not the least 
cordial was one from the Emperor of the 
French. Ittouched upon the vexed question 
of Newchatel, which now prom- 
ised to be amicavly settied, and alluded 
to the approaching visit to Paris of the Grand 
Duke Constantine. ‘‘i am grieved,’’ the Em- 
peror Wrote, ‘‘to see that the English wish to 
attach a significance to this visit which does 
not belong toit. Weare gratified here by the 
good willand courtesy shown to us Dy Russia, 
but thisin no way weakens the interests and 
the feelings by which we are bound to Eng- 
Jand.’”’ 

This touched on  poli- 
tics, was passed to the Foreign Secre- 
tary. Lord Clarendon and Lord Valmerston 
appear to have believed that the Grand Duke’s 
visit meant something more than ‘‘courtesy,’’ 
really being intended to detach France from the 
English alliance. It was determined to indi- 
cate the British teelingin the Prince's reply, 
which ran as follows: 

* * * * * * * 

As to tbe journey of the Grand Dake 

Constantine, thoroughly upprecitate 
Majesty Suys on this 
and I regret no less 
than yourselt,sire,the interpretation sought to 
be put on this visit by our press. Your Majes- 
tv coes welito cultivate the friendship of al! 
the reigning tamilies in kurope, andoft the 
peoples over whom they rule. The greatest 
good mavyresuit from relations of this kind, 
end our alliance would bea veritable bondage if 
from jealous motives it asked you to renounce 
for its sake every other friendship. 

Dut the impression whiel) this interchanze et 
courtesies with hussiu may produce, both up- 
on Russia herseif and the rest of the Europeau 
public, is quite another matter, and well 
worthy of consideration. As regards Russia one 
wav ask if she will not be led by it to conceive 
hopes and designs which your Majesty has 
nevertheless no intention to encourage; or if 
she will not fAlatter herself with the idea of 
being uble im this way to undermine the Anglo- 
Frenpch alliance, which is certainly the most 
intelligible aim and most natural object of Ler 
policy ? 

Inthe same letter Prince Albert analyzes the 
brother of the Czar as follows: 

Your Majesty will find the Grand Duke 
Constantine avery agreeable man. It is soine 
years since I saw bim, but he thea struck me 
as able, intelligent, thoroughly educated, 
and full ot zealand ardorin everything which 
he undertakes.

This letter, before being dispatched, was 
submitted inthe usual way to the considera- 
tien of the Prime Minister and Lord Clarendon. 
By them it was pronounced ‘‘most excellent.’’ 
‘*It ought’’ Lora Clarendon wrote totne Prince 
‘‘to open the Emperor’s eyes to the con- 
sequences of his adulation of Russia,and above 
alltoputhimonhbis guard against that ex- 
tremely well-veneered gentleman, the Grand 
Duke Censtantine.’’ 

During the visitof the Emperor and Empress 
of the Frencb to Osborne Palace, Prince Albert 
had several important and interesting conver- 
Napoleon. Thetalk was mostly 
onthe Eastern imbroglio, and the plan of 
uniting the Turkish principalities 
under aforeign prince was thoroughly venti- 
lated. lt was a plan to which the EnglishPrince 
was most thoroughly opposed. 

‘*] rejoined,’’ writes the Princein his diary, 


quoted by the author, ‘‘1] rejoined that nothing 


could be more foolish than such a pretension; 
that we mnust be glad if France had an opinion 
of her own, as it was only by a friendly inter- 
change of such opinions that we could 
hope to arrive at the truth. 
As the causes which produced such frequent 
altercations between us, however, tormed the 
subject of my anxious study, he must allow me 
to put anothrr question to him,to whichlI 
beyged he would give me an open and honest 
answer. ‘Dovou really carestor the continu- 
suce of the integrity of the Turkish Empire? 
This is with usa principle for which we have 
entered into the French alliance, for which 
we have made endless sacrifices 
in blood and treasure, and 
which we are determined to maintain with all 
the energy we possess.’ 

‘*The Emperor said he would be quite open 
and honest. ‘If lasked him as a private indi-

He answered that he had, and praised 
its style, but complained of the difficulty of 
doing anything, as the esprit de la nation was 
80 contrary to uny self-goverament. 
of which he gave me some curious and even 
ludicroug instances.” He added, however, that 
what made France weak withiv, viz., 1a cen- 
tralization, made her strong without. He pre- 
ferred the state of Engiand, but it could not 
be imitated in France.’’ 

Theimpression with which any reader of 
the work will finish the book will be that 
Prince Albert was amucb more prominent figure 
in the politics ot Europe than has beer kither- 
to credited. He became an Englishman among 
Englishmen, and all the works of his busy 
life tended to one grand object—the power and 
the happiness of the empire over which his il- 
lustrious wife has ruled so long and ~=s80 
worthily.

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An Old Flute-Maker’s Opinions. 

William Romberg, the old flute-maker of 
New York, has been interviewed, and, in ex- 
pressing his opiniensin regard to his favorite 
instrument, said: ‘‘My prices used to be $200; 
then $150. See, now,’’ hecontinued, ‘‘I find 
I do not really get $150, sol sell my fiutes for 
$125. Ittakes me eight weeks to make one 
flute. Ifurnish all the material. You seeIdo 
netmake money. If I hada family I wouldn’t 
make arnother finte. But Lam alone. Ihave 
to live upon, and I must 
do something to pass my _ time. I ‘have 
made fiutes all my life, sol still make them, 
and shallaslongasI have streagth. Yet I 
find the liking for the fluteis not what it was 
once. Thetime was when it was a favorite in- 
strument, when young mes of fashion learned 
to play it, when yeu beard tamous flute-play- 
ers atconcerts. New that is passed. The peo- 
ple want more no ise, aad are excited over the 
cracking cornet, whichis simply the old post- 
horn. Ourmusicians ¢€o not try te educate 
the people. I have suggested 
to Boehm, the clarionet play er— 
he is not a relative of the flute-maker—that he 


gives concerts in which there are quartettes, or 
seatets, or octets, of musical instruments like 
the finte, the clarionet, the oboe, the bassoon, 
the French horn. Letthe music, I say, be so 
arrarged that there shall beasolofor each in- 
strninent. Then will be heard the almost hu- 
man tone of the oboe, the melancholy notes of 
the bassoon, the tones of the flute and clario- 
vet; and the people will learn what 
they are, and like them. But no, he says 
that it would not take; and yet people will ge 
and hear symphonies, and go to sleep over 
long and complicated compositions in which is 
not heard the note of any single instrument 
save, perhaps, the violin, which every one 
knows, and peopic, having heard this year af- 
ter year, ask. ‘How sounds an oboe? What is 
abassoorn? Whatisa saxophene’’ And they 
never know. I would have musicians teach 
the peopic, net strive simply to amuse them.’’

Beautiful Works of the New Art of 
‘ Photo-Gravure. 


Reproductions ‘of the Masterpicces of 
the Parie Exposition. 


What Has Been Done in a Half-Century of 
American Art. 


The ‘‘Chefs ad’ Cuvre’’ of the Paris Exposi- 
tion of 1878 is growing more interesting and 
beautitul with each succeeding number. Parts 
13 and 14 contain tour first-class works inthe 
skape of engravings after prominent masters 
and numerous woed cutsof statuary, besides 
those charming vignettes which are designed 
by,the best artists. The larger plates are exe- 
Mcutedin the new process of photo-gravure, 
which is very muea ia the manner of the auto- 
type, giving a perfect representation of the 
original picture, so far as light and shade 
and composition go. The processis a secret 
one; and is destined to revolutionize the 
art of engraving, producing as it does the 
counterpart of the artist’s work, excepting of 
course the tascinations et color. The old- 
fashioned line engraving, embodying years of 
laborious toil, has become almost obsolete, and 
black and white reproductions of pictures wiil 
hereafter resolve theinselves into the new au- 
to-gravure process and that of etching, which 
is the autograph of the artist himself. The lat- 
teris being recognized as the true form of eén- 
graving, amd such master spirits as Whistler, 
Hayden, Hamerton, and Unger, bave reach- 
edadegree of perfection in the use of the 
needle which places it at once in the front 
rank among the creative arts. 

No. 13 of the ‘‘Cbefs d’Cuvre’’ contains 
two largejplates afterCooman and Levy. The 
one atter Coomanus is prrhaps the very best 
specimen of the style of this prolific artist. It 
is entitled ‘‘Dancing Girls ot Gades.’’ Two 
partially draped female figures are standing in 
graceful attitudes near the aoorway of the 
theater, into whichthey are beckoned by a 
dusky serving gir! as guiltiess ot clothing as a 
new-born babe. All of the figures are well 
drawn and there is genuine study and solidity 
inthe picture which shows astrong contrast 
with the ordinary, insipid Pompelan pseudo- 
antique. Coomans is of Belgian origin, but re- 
sides at Boulogne-sur-Seine. He has acquired 
great popularity inthe drawing-rooms of all 
nations by his reproductions ofthe softer ana 
more seductive phases of antique life. They 
are generally blonde in tone, dulcet in treat- 
ment and domestic inincident. Little Roman 
children of good birth play about the bath- 
room,watched by their older sisters anv white- 
draped mothers. Jn general, his pictures give 
the impression of a world of decorous plaster 
casts, twisted just cnough te meet halt way the 
flowery chromos that are made after his mas- 
ter-pieces. Inthe pregent picture, however, 
the artist bas shown ee conscience and re- 
starch, and a sincere effort to 
express the real and not the 
conventionai antique. It was painted in 1878 
expressly for the Paris Exposition. 

The second plate is entitled ‘‘Sarpedon, 
carried to Jupiter from the plain of Troy, by 
Sleep and Death,’’ by II. L. Levy. Tae picture 
is not very interesting, though the composi- 
tion is spirited and the figures weil posed. It 
is thoroughly conventional in its treatment, 
anc would hardly find favor with the average 
picture buyer, least of all in the United 
States. 

M. Levy was born at Nancy and took lessons 
of Picot, Cabanel and Fromentin, from the 
latter master acquiring that soft and lucid 
grace which represents the charming idyllic 
side of a subject ratherthan its harsh truth. 
He received medals in 1865, 1567 and 1859, 
and was decorated with the Legion of Honer in 
1872. <A striking portrait of his master. 
Fromentin,is given among the wood cuts in 
No. 14. 

Among the wood cuts is a portrait of the 
late Baron Wappers, of whom Coomans 
was a pupil. He is known in this 
couagtry by hia large canvas of the ‘‘Landing 
of the Pilgrims.’’ which was exhibited in New 
Ycerk. Another wood cut is after the group 
in sculpture, by Gustave Dore, entitled 
‘*Vate.’’ Itisa grand composition, and dis- 
playsina remarkable degree the wonderful 
imagination which this artist possesses. Love 
is in the power of Fate, and receives from the 
hand of the grim Atropos the thread of lite, 
which he scarcely touches before the fatal 
sbears close uponit. The quiver-full of arrows 
scatter as she treads them under foot, and the 
sancs of his young lite run out while he is yet 
preparing to plume his wings. 

No. 14 contains two plates after pictures by 
Felix J. Barrias and Emile Wauters, the first 
entitied *‘Electra,’’ and the second ‘*Mary of 
Burgundy Swearing to Respect the Rights of 
the City of Ghent.’’ The ‘‘Electra’’ isa spirit- 
ed composition, dramaticin effect and classic 
in the severity ofits lines. She wasthe daugh- 
ter of Agamemnon, whose wife, Clytemnestra, 
indulged in the most fearful orgies 
curing his absence. The incensed and out- 
reged daughter pours forth the agony of her 
soulin grand manifestations of Greek spirit 
and counsels the killing ef the Queen, her 
mether. 

The artist of this grand picture, M. Barrias, 
obtained his prize of Rome in 1844, and receiv- 
ed medalsin ’47, "5land’55. In1859 he was 
made Chevalier of the Legion of Honor for his 
noble picture, the ‘‘Exiles of Tiberius,’’ His 
portrait is given in one of the wood-cuts. 

A superb wood-cut is given of 
colossal statne of ‘‘Renown,’’ by 
tonin Mercie, which crowns the _ Tro- 
cadero Palace,in the Champ de Mars. The 
figure is magnificent in pose and arrangement 
of drapery. The wings are outspread, and the 
whole attitude is as if the goddess had just 
alighted on a heaven-kissing hill. She is 
sounding the truinp of fame, and holds in her 
hand garlands with which tocrown successful 
aspirants in the race for glory.

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Fifty Years of American Art. 

Harper’s Magazine for September contains 
the second paper of the subject entitled ‘‘ Fifty 
Years of American Art,’’ and is devoted almost 
entirely to living representative artists. It 
deals mostly with the landscapistsand gives 
specimen engravings atter the works of Church, 
Whitredge, Hubbard, Cassilear, Cropsey, W.T. 
Richards, S. R. Gifford, Bellows, James Hart, 
James Hamilton, William H. Beard, E. Leutze, 
William Page, Elihu Vedder and John Lafarge. 
Sbort criticisms are given of many artists 
whose pictures are not engraved, and tke 
writer finds abundant enceuursgemens 
im the progress art in 
this country during the last 
forty years. From the days of Cole and 
Durand, wren landscape painting was an 
experiment, downto the present time, the 
American school has battled against ail obsta- 
cles and bas obtained a position whereit can 
control recognition from the older European 
schools. No scbool of art ever Came more rap- 
idly into existence—for in fifty years we have 
bounded to a position which would have taken 
centuries to acquire in the Old World. 

Among the artists mentioned whose 
pictures are not engraved may 
be found the name of J.R. Meeker, of St. 
Louis, and the writer says: ‘‘What Hubbard 
bas done for New England scenery, he has at- 
tempted for the Lakes of the Atchafalaya, fra- 
grant and thickly embowered with blossoming 
hedges ot roses, and the live oaks spreading 
their vast armslike groined arches of Gothic 
eathedrals, festooned with the mystically trali- 
ing folds of the Spanish moss, along the lagoons 
ofthe Southwest, where the sequestered shores 
are haunted by the pelican and the gayly-col- 
ored crane, and the groves are melodious with 
the rapturous lyrics of the mocking bird, 
the improvisatore of the woods. If not al- 


of 


may be conceded that Mr. Meeker has ap- 
proached his subject with a reverent and po- 
etic spirit, and has oftem rendered these scenes 
with much feeliag and truth.’’ 

Mr. Whitredge, the writer says, has deserv- 
edly won a permanent place in popular favor, 
as a faithful delineator of the vari- 
ous phases of American wood interiors. 
Some of his iandscapes ot the great 
West have been large in treatment aad effec- 
tive in composition. 

Mr, Cassilear has produced many delicately 
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ways successful in the tone of his pictures, it~ 


poet. Repose and pensive harmoniousness ot 
treatment are the attribates of his simple and 
winsome, it vot stirring, transcripts of the 
more familiar phases of our scenery. 

W. T. Richards is referred to as painting 
those long reaches of silvery shore and sand- 
dunes which are characteristic of our Atlantic 
conat. In bis beach effects he maintains an 
important position, and, if slightly mannered, 
bas yet developed a style of siibject and treat- 
ment which very effectually represents certain 
features of thesolemn coasts. Someof his wa- 
ter colors have been scarcely surpassed. He 
has often painted woodland scenes with great 
patience,but with too much detail and with 
greens which are open to the charge of being 
crude and violent. 

J. F. Cropsey began life as an architect, but 
eventually became a successful dclineator of 
our autumnal scenery. At one time he exe- 
cuted paintings remarkable for their truth and 
artistic beauty, but his later works have 
scarcely sustained the early reputation he 
justly acquired. 

Mr. ©. P. Oranch, who is also well known as 
a wiiter, has exhibited in his Venetian landa- 
ecapes a correct perception of color, but his 
style lacks firmness of drawing, and shows 
foreign influence more, perhaps, than that of 
many of our artists who have studied abroad. 
David Jobnson suggests the strength of the 
old English;masters in his dreamy,mellow, pas- 
toral meadow lands, craggy uplands, and 
dimpling lakes ef the Green Mountains. His 
foliage is rich, massive and carefully finished. 

The landscapes of J.B. Bristol are veiled 
by aluminous haze and steeped in repose, 
an@ his brush delieately portrays all objects 
which ceme within his scope. 

,W. bee Sontag has adopted a 
scheme of color and 4a tone 
apparently out of the focus of nature, yet se 
using itin rendering ideal compositions as to 
achieve results which place him beside our 
leading poets of nature. To him, landscape 
painting seems to be but a means to represent 
the ideals of his fancy. 

A. F. Bellows, both in oils and aquarelles, 
bas attempted minute transcripts of nature, 
and, while sometimes suggesting the impression 
of labor rather more than is consistent with 
breadth of effect, has faithfully 
and charmingly interpreted the idyllic side of 
our ruraliife. Early study at the school ot 
Antwerp and the pursuit of genre for some 
years have enabled Mr. Bellows to diversify 
his pictures with interesting groups or figures. 
He is justly entitledto be called the American 

sin ket Foster. 

William and James 
life as apprentices 
painter, but gradually identified 
themselves with the great throng of all 
vges who have become the votaries of nature. 
There is great cieverness and dexterity in their 
work—a fine perception of the external beauty 
of the slopes and vales of our land—but itis 
sometimes marred by a certain hardness aad 
lack of warmth of teeling—too exclusively ob- 
jective. James Hart has of late years 
added cattle to his landscapes with excellent 
success, and holds a_e respectable posi- 
tion among the very few good animal painters 
of America. 

Horace Robbins is successful in seizing cer- 
tain aspects of mountain scenery. 

Arthur Parton renders trees very pleasingly, 
and some of the sober effects of our gray No- 
vember days. 

The brothers James and George Smillie have 
been equally happy in oil and water-colors. 
The tormer began life as an engraver. Their 
later style has been modified by the 
advantages of foreign technique, al- 
though they have studied wholly in 
this country. They display an attractive vigor 
and freshness in their work. 

Sanford R. Gifford is one of the most thor- 
oucbly original of our artists, and,bad he lived 
in Persia or Pern, two thousand years ago, 
might well have been an enthusiastic fire wor- 
shipper and daily welcomed the rising run with 
reverent acoration. To him landscape paint- 
ing. whether of scenes inthe far West. on the 
legendary [fudson, or in the gorgeous Fast, 
hae been alike the occasion for giving expres. 
sion to his feeling for glowing stmospheric ef- 
tects—for lyrica which on canvas reproduce 
the splendorof the sunset sky. He has also 
successtully rendered the lazy mist—the trail- 
ing vapor of morning enmeshed in dusky 
woodiands by the silent lake. His style com- 
bines toa remarkable degree deliberation and 
inspiration. 

Frederick E. Church bas demonstrated in his 
art life the tendencies and aims of the chief 
national school we have produced during the 
last half century. In his works, the technical 
weaknesses of this school are apparent, bat, at 
the same time.ithas a noble sympathy with 
nature and a love forthe grander aspects of the 
external werld. What Childe Harrold did 
for the scenery of the old world the art of 
Church has done for thenew. With the en- 
thusiasm of a Raleigh ora Balboa, he has ex 
plored land and sea. But although dealing 
not so much with nature, as such, as with 
some of her more remarkable and startling et- 
fects, there is a very noteworthy absence of 
staginess or sensationalism in the paint- 
ings of Chureh. His somewhat too caretul 
reproduction of details bas sot prevested his 
works from possessing a grand, massive effect 
and a tiirilling beauty and sublimity. 

William Bradford, by origin a inaker, has 
won fame both at home and abroad by going 
repeatedly to Labrador to study icebergs. He 
has painted some effective compositions of 
arctic scenery, and his coast scenes are also 
spirited, although open to the charge of tech- 
nical errors. 

James Hamilton wastheablest marine paint- 
er of this period, and he was,beyond question, 
anartist of genius. His color was sometimes 
crude, but be haedlied pigments with mastery, 
and composed with tbe virile imagiration of an 
{mprovisatore. Errors can doubhtiess be found 
in kis ships, or the forms of his waves, bat he 
was inepired dy a genuine enthusiasm 
for the sea, and rendered the 
wildest and grandest effects of 
old oeean with breadth, massiveness and 
power. 

The department ot animal painting has hith - 
erto been the weakest teature of American art, 
both inthe number and qualitv of the artists 
who have followed it. Mr. IHisckley at one 
time premised wellin painting cattle and game, 
but bis efforts never went beyond giving us 
stuffed foxes with glasseyes. William Haves 
showed decided ability in his representa- 
tions cf: bisons, prairie-dogs and ether 
dogs. Ie was weak in 
coler, but yet succeeded in giving character 
and spirit te the croups he painted. 

Walter M. Bracket has been able rarely well 
to enjoy the triple pleasure of catching, paint- 
ing and eating the same fishona summer’s 
morning, by the limpid brooks of New Hamp- 
shire. Hebas justly wona reputation as an 
artistic Izaak Walton. If he would but paint 
hisrocks and trees as cleverly as he renders 
the speckled monarch of the stream, his com- 
positions would leave little to be desired. 

Hienry C. Bisoham has given us some spir- 
ited, Dut sometimes badly drawn, paintings of 
cattle and horses. 

James and William Beard have carried ani- 
mal painting toa high degree of excellence, 
especially the humorous side ofit. The latter, 
although remarkably versatile, has made a 
speciulty of exposing the fail- 
ings and foibles ot our sinful humanity 
bythe medium of animal genre. Monkeys, 
bears, goats, owls and rabbits are intura 
pressed intothe benevolent service of taking us 
off. He can justly be termed tne American 
sop. It is asserted by manythat this is not 
art, but itis exceedingly difficult to draw tne 
line aud prescribe what subjects an artist shall 
cheose. His subjects certainly seem as lezgiti- 
mate tor the brush as the graphic pictorial sat- 
ires of Hogarth, or the mildly cemical genres of 
Er: kine Nicol. 

Emanuel Leutze was a mancastin a large 
mould, capable of a grand enthusiasm, and 
aspiring to grasp soaringideals. To him we 
owe our best historical art previous to 1860. 
Although his art was often at fault, it makes 
us feel, in contemplating his works, 
that we are in the presence of 
a colossal mind that would, under healthier 
influeuces ,have better achieved what he aspir- 
edtowin. Hedrew from wells of seemingly 
inexhaustible inspiration. He was Byronic in 
the impetus of his genius—the rugged incom- 
pleteness ot his style, the magnificent fervor 
and rush of bis fancy, the epic graadéeur and 
energy. dash and daring of bis creations He 
was a pupil of Lessing and Schadow, and bis 
art bore the unmistakable stamp of the Dus- 
seldort scnool. 

William Page studied lawand theology. but 
was from the first biased in favor of art. His 
mind is a combination of the speculative and 
the practical, and it is the union of these anti- 
thetical qualities which has alternately sided 
or bindered the success of his efforts and ex- 
periments. He is deliberate rather than inspi- 
rational, guided by an exquisite feeling for 
color and an admirable sense of 
form, but too often unduly controlled 

by the logical and analytical taculty. Had his 
fancy aoe been more child-like, and been left 
more to the guidance of itsown natural and 
cor rect instinctx,Mr. Page’s works would have 
often moved us by their beauty rather than 
the dexterity of the technique. As a portrait 
p sinter be has placed himself among the _ first 
artists ofthe age. Weseein his works of that 

class a dignity and repose, a grasp of charac- 
ter and a harmonious richness in color that 
are wonderfully impressive. 

Elihu Vedder has painted both landscape and 
genre compositions which are full of deep sug- 
gestions and weird attempts at psychology in 
color. Outward nature, with him, its but a 
means tor more effectively conveying tbe im- 
pressions of humanity, and his faces are full of 
vegue, mystic, far-off searching after the infi- 
nite and the why and the wherefore of this ex- 
istence below. 

Jobn Latarge is by nature a colorist—to color, 
the emotional element of art, bis sensitive na- 
ture vibrates as to well attuned harmonies of 
music. For form he nas less feeling—his draw- 
ing is often very defective and his lines hesita- 
ting, uncertain and feeble. But whether it be 
form or color, the various elements of art are 
regarded by him not so much for what they are 
as for what they suggest. 

There are other names mentioned, dDut only 
casually, and the expression ot opinion in re- 
gard to their works is very slight. There are

The English Wesileyans had in 1836 some 
280 circuits end 857 ministers. Now they have 
704 circuits and 1,565 ministers—an increase 
of 324 circuits and 767 ministers in forty-three 
years. 

There are in Europe, exclusive of Denmark, 
Switzerland, Tortugal, Greece and Tarkey, 
64,752,000 Evangelical Christians, 136,466,- 
000 Roman Catholics and 63,478,000 Greek 
Christians—iu all about 264,000,000 Chris- 
tians. 

The one hundredth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of Sanday schools in England ts to be 
celebrated there next year by a series of ser- 
vices, conferences, etc. The proceedings 
are expected to extend from June 28 to July 
4, 1880. 

The Northwestern Branch of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society (Methodist) has 
been nine years in existence, during which it 
has sent forty-two lady missionaries to foreign 
lands and contributed for their work an aggre- 
gate of $447,362 50. 

The Erghsh Enquirer, speaking for th» 
Unitarians, says: ‘‘Itisafact which there is 
no gainsaying that at Birmingham, Welver- 
bampton, Crewe, Swindon, Dewsbury, Ash 
ford and other places our efforts among the 
werking-classes are little short of tallure.’’ 

Awong the last nominations to the Legioa 
of Hover are those of the Catholic Bishops of 
Soisoms and Nice, the Protestant pasters of 
Borceaux and Hericourt(the latter has served 
fifty-seven years in thesame parish) and the 
Grand Rabbi of Lyons, who died the next 
day. 

Very Rev. Father Dennis arrived in New York 
from Rome last weex. Father Dennis is Con- 
sultor-General of the Passionist Order, the 
second highest to which he can attain. He 
proceeds to Calitornia, and will initiate the es- 
tablishment of another monastery of the Order 
in that State. 

Bishop Whipple (Episcopalian) has called a 
conlerance tor next October, to meet at Daven- 
port, lowa, to discuss the subject of border 
missionary work. The bishops of Minnesota, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri, Niobrara and 
lowa, whose sees respectively border on the 
Missouri, will participate. 

There are 213 churchesin Chicago, besides 
about 20 missions and 11 Adventist and Spir- 
itualist societies. The Roman Catholics lead 
with 25 churches; then comes the Baptist de- 
rominazion, 24; Evangelical Lutheran, 24; 
Methodist Lpiscepal, 19; PresSyterian, 18; 
Kpiscopal, 12; Congregational and Hebrew, 
each 10, etc. 

There are in Great Britain cight societies la- 
boring for the conversion of the Jews, and on 
the continent of Europe adozen more. These 
societies have incomes amounting altogether 
to about $500,000, and employ now about 250 
agents, Christian and Chiristiauized Jews. The 
oldest and most prominent British society is 
the London Society for the Propagation of 
Christianity Among the Jews, which eccupies 
thirty-iour stations, embracing the principal 
Jewish centers in Europe and all around the 
Mediterranean Sea, and in Abyssiniait em- 
ploys thirty-six agents and enjoys aa income 
of about $200,000. 

The Presbyterian Church reports for 1879 
38 synods and 179 presbyteries, an increase of 
l each; 4,937 ministers, a gain of 35; 5,415 
churches, a gain of 146, and 574,486 comma- 
nicants, showing an inerease of only 6,631. 
The total of contributions was $8,.259.923, 
which is less than that of any other year since 
thereunion. Of the whole amount, $390.85 
was forhome and $381,568 for foreign mis- 
sions: $43,960 forthe freedmen; $124,477 for 
church erection; $82,585 for education; $29,- 
715 tor publications, and $6,311,765 for con- 
gregational expenses. In the Sunday-schools 
there are 614.714 children. The baptisms 
numbered 28,51, of which 15,501 were chil- 
dren.
